Keevit’s Party Leads 
In Turkish Elections

ANEARA, June 5 (NYT: — 
Turkish voters chose 8. new gov- 
ernment today that will face a 
troubling array of foreign and 
domestic problems. The main 
question is whether one party 
will receive a decisive mandate 
or whether the country will con- 
tinue to drift under weak and 
fragmented leadership. 

All signs indicate that the social 
democrats, known heré as the 
Republican Peopie'’s party, will 
Jead the voting and form a new 
government. The party's leader, 
Bulent Ecevit, was premier for 
seven months in 1974 and became 
a national hero when he ordered 
the invasion of Cyprus. 

Mr. Ecevit’s only serious com~< 
petitor is Premier Suleyman De- 


mire] of the Justice party, who - 


has headed a coalition of four 
rightist parties since April, 1975. 
The strongest of the six other 
contenders is the National Sal- 
vation party, a Moslem funda- 
mentalist group that has held the 
balance of power here for the 
last feur years. 

{The Republican People's party 
took the lead in early returns. 
edging the ruling Justice party in 
large cities, the Associated Press 
reported. The party's headquar- 
ters reported that of 15 million 
votes counted, it had won 830.000, 
compared with 517.000 for the 
Justice party and 84,000 for the 
Moslem National Salvation party. 
The yotes were about 15 per 
cent of the total The semi-offi- 
cial Anatolia News Agency re- 
ported that the Republicans and 
the Justice party were nimning 
equally in roral areas.) 

Today's balloting, four months 
ahead of schedule, occurred at 3 
time of crisis for Turkey, one of 
the world's largest and poorest 
democracies.

predict that the Republicans will 
receive between 205 and 230 seats.

Role of the Party Is Tightened 
Under New Soviet Constitution 


By Peter Osnos 


MOSCOW, June 5 (WP).—The 
Soviet Umon's new Constitution, 
published yestercuy afier 15 years 
of preparation. underscores the 
dominant role of the Communist 
party. restricts free expression 
and apparectiy clear: the way 
for pariy chief Leonid Brezhnev 
to become herd of state. 

However, none of these Jormu- 
lations or changes in ideological 
rhetoric—such as dropping “dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat’ in 
favor of “siute of the whole peo- 
ple"—will have eny funcamental 
impact on the conduct of Soviet 
life or political policies. 

The adjustments essentially 
refurbish party doctrine. That 
they took so long to inake shows 
hew comptieated debates on such 
matters can be Im the Kremlin. 

Tke new Constitutton, which 
has 173 articles, will be formally 
adopted after τ nationa’ debate 
at a meeting of the Supreme 
Soviet next gutumn. It will re- 
place a charter drawn up in 1936 
br Joseph Stalin that Nikita 
Khrushchev first undertook to 
overhaul mm 1962 as part of the 
de-Stalinization process. 

Revision of : Presidium 

‘The only revision of immediate 
Consequence appears to be in the 
composition of the presidium of 
the Supreme Soviet. It has been 
Speculated since the ouster of 
Soviet President Nikolai FPod- 
gorny from the party Politburo 
Jast month that Mr. Brezhnev 
would shortly take his place as 
the ceremonial chief of state. 

Such a shift would give Mr. 
Brezhnev equal protecel status 
with other Eastern European par- 
ty chiefs and his principal West- 
ern counterparts, such as U.S. 
President Carter or French Presi- 
dent Valéry Giscard d'Estaing. 
The change would be purely sym- 
bolic since Mr. Breshnev has al-

Western analysts believe that 
Mr. Podgorny probably lost his 
Politburo job because he resisted 
making way for Mr. Brezhnev 
25 president. The issue may even 
have held up completion of the 
Constitution while Mr, Brezhnev 
aud his colleagues maneuvered 
Mr. Podgorny out. 

On the role of the Communist 
party, the Constitution is more 
explicit than the Stalin one. It 
says that “the Communist party 
of the Soviet Union is the lead- 
ing and guiding force of Soviet 
Society and the nucleus of its 
Political system, of all state and 
public organizations. The Com- 
munist party of the Soviet Union 
exists for the people and serves 
the people.” 

‘The old charter merely noted 
that the most “active and polit- 
teally conscious citizens” would 
be in the party, “which is the 
vanguard of the working people. . 
and the leading core of all organi- 
zations... both public and state.” 

Freedom of Speech 

As did its predecessor, the Con- 
stitution guarantees a wide range 
Of freedoms: speech, demonstra- 
tion, worship, “privacy of cor- 
Tespondence, telephone conversa- 
tions and telegraphic messages.” 
Tt is the systematic violation of 
those freedoms that forms the 
basis of most dissident protests 
in the Soviet Union. 

To deal with such complaints, 
the charter sets out strict terms: 
“Exercise by citizens of rights 
and freedoms must not injure the 
interests of society and the state 
and the rights of other citizens.” 
‘The document also says that “ex- 
ercise of rights and freedoms 
shall be inseparable from the per- 
formance by citizens of their du- 

5" 

In other words, the Kremlin has 
provided itself with a rationale— 
“the interests of society and the 
state"—for keeping the exercise 
of expression under tight control. 

A provision of the old constitu- 
tion that was retained comes as 


something of a surprise: The 
nominal right of individual Soviet 


Symbolic Gesture 

‘While referring to a Soviet peo- 
Ple and the drawing together of 
all nationalities in the country, 
the document stops short of elim- 
inating the autonomy of the 14 
republics which with the Russian 
federation compose the Soviet 
Union. This, too, is basically. 
symbolic since the only real au- 
thority is in Moscow. 

‘The demise of the “dictatorship 
of the proletariat” is in keeping 
with what Mr. Brezhnev called 
the “maturity” of the state In a 
speech presenting the Constitu- 
tion fo the party Central Com- 
mittee two weeks ago. Theoreti- 
caily, classes have been abolished 
in the Soviet Union so that the 
dictatorship of one group no 
longer applies. 

‘When the French Cotomunist 
party dropped the term from its 
standard last year, the Kremlin 
was angered not by the ideologi- 
cal divergence, bui because the 
French move represented a break 
with the Sovieb model Now the 
Russians have acknowledged that 
advocacy of “dictatorship” is out- 
dated. 

A new section on foreign policy 
has been included which reflects 
Moscow's well-known position: 
“Supporting the struggle of peo- 
ples for national liberation... 
Preventing wars of aggression. 
and consistently implementing 
the principle of peaceful coexis- 
tence, In the Soviet Union, the 
Constitution declares, “war ‘pro- 
paganda shall be prohibited by

London Summit Opens Wednesday 


Commonwealth Focus on Africa 


LONDON, June 5 (UPI).—Com- 
monwealth leaders began gather- 
ing today for a weeklong summit 
meeting at which Britain will seek 
support for its efforts with the 
United States to achieve a peace- 
ful trensfer of power to black 
governments in Rhodesia and 
South-West Africa (Namibia).

Rhodesia Says 
On Resort Was 


KARIBA, Rhodesia, June 
5 (UPI).—Troop reinforcements 
took up positions today in the 
wooded hills around this lake- 
side tourist resort. which was 
shelled yesterday. The Rhodesian 
military command said that the 
rocket attack was made from 
Zambia, “a mile away. 

Military authorities said that 
from 20 to 30 rockets hit the 
town, Some Kariba residents seid 
they heard sporadic blasts until 
2:30 a.m. today. 

One rocket damaged the roof 
of an army barracks, another fell 
near a department store and a 
third hit and wrecked @ car. 

The military command reported 
no casualties from the attack, 
But Karibs residents said that a 
man and a woman were slightly 
wounded by shrapnel, 

‘Troops Tracked in

troops who were sent to Kariba 
after the attack began.

BANGKOK, June 5.—The exc- 
dus by boat from Vietnam is 
growing sharply. The end of 
the monsoon storms three months 
ago started a new wave of de- 
partures that now averages 750 8 
month, according to officials 
here. 

Children as young as 12 are 
arriving without papers or rela- 
tives, There had been a few 
such cages after the exodus be- 
gin with the Communist take- 
ever in 1975, but an official said 
the number had gone up.

Western Australia, 
June 5 =(NYT).—A prolonged 
drop in Australia’s birth rate and 
a sharp decline im immisration 
are causing concern over the 
future development of this vast 
but still partially populated conn- 
try. ἡ 
If the trend continues, a gov- 
ernment study concluded, Aus- 
tralia will have zero population 
growth by the year 2000, or per- 
haps before. Australia currently 
has a popuiation of 14 million in 
an area roughly the same as 
the United States. In some re- 
spects, government planners ad- 
nut, cero population growth may 
be desirable. reducing pollution 
and social strains. 

But it would represent ἃ major 
reversal of the “populate or 
perish” policy which helped sus- 
tain the country's rapid economic 
growth after World War II and 
broadened Australia’s cultural 
ann social base. 

Since 1946. Australia has taken 
in 3.35 million immigrants, ac- 
counting for about half of the 
population increase during that 
period The immigrants, mostly 
from Britain and southern and 
Eastern Europe. filied low-paying 
johs in industry and mining. 

Bur -in 1973 Australia, actually

One More Refugee 


Refugees arriving here de- 
scribed a dramatic case that oc- 
curred last mont. A smalt group 
Set out without enough fuel for 
the trip to Thailand, which takes 
four or five days, When they 
were beyond sight of land. the 
refugees hailed 2 Vietnamese 
fishing boat ta beg for more 
tuel. 

The fisherman gave them the 
fuel, Then he called his son, 12. 
bade him a hasty, emotional fare- 
well and put him aboard tne ref- 
ugee boat, 

The boy is now in the refugee 
camp at Songkhla on the Thai 
coast, where more than 1,000 
Viemamese are packed into 
thatched huts. Some live in the 
beached hulks of their boats. 

It is impossible to obtain pre- 
cise figures on the total] number 
of refugees. The so-called “boat 
people’ turn up in Thailand, 
Singapore. Malaysia. the Philip- 
pines, Indonesia, Australia and 
Japan, about 1400 miles from 
Vietnam. More than 300 refugees 
have landed in Japan in the last 
two months. 

Haven Sought 

Although the UN Commission 
for Refugees provides minimal 
food and shelter, it has no cen- 
tralized office in Asia to keep 
track of refugees, Individual 
countries, notably Singapore and 
the Philippines, sometines refuse 
to allow the boats to land, then 
fail to report them. Some boats 
move around the South China Sea 
for weeks seeking 2 haven. 

Officiais estimate that up to 
4.000 Vietnamese refugees ‘are 
living officially and unofficially 
in the countries around the China 
Sea and Gulf of Thailand. 

‘This is a conservative estimate. 
More than 2,000 are registered in 
Thailend and about 500 more 
arrive every month. The rate 
matches thet of last year, when 
the total exceeded 5,000. This is 
happening despite evidence that 
it is becoming more and more 
difficult to get out of Vietnam. 

Officials here say that a large 
number of people in the south 
of Vietnam have become disillu- 
sioned, Economic hardships are 
said to be mounting. The Com- 
mounist authorities need fishing 
boats and are spending foreign 
credits for new engines. But new 
boats also mean more refugees. 

The refugees say that only 
about half the boats that set out 
reach safety. Officials who know 
the refugee tendency toward 
exaggeration say this loss rate is 
much too high, but there are 
enough known instances—witness- 
ed sinkings and capture by Cam- 
bodian gunboats—to indicate the 
loss is considerable,

Mrs. Gandhi Not Forgotten 


Bitterness Prevails in New Indian Leadership

NEW DELHI, June 5 (NYT).— 
Toward the end of a recent con- 
vention of ranking Indian indus- 
trialsts celebrating the goiden 
Jubilee of the Chamber of Com- 
Merce, Communications Minister 
George Fernandes rose to speak. 
After polite opening remarks 
about the courage of those busi- 
Ressmen who had opposed the 
authoritarian rule of former 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, 
Mr. Fernandes~s bitter enemy of 
her government—electrified his 
audience with the sarcastic ob- 
servation that “Most of you would 
have been happy if the dictator- 
ship had succeeded in legitimizing 
itself.” 

“Why do men who are supposed 
to be captains of industry kowtow 
to those in authority?” asked Mr. 
Fernandes, who spent nearly a 
year as a political prisoner of the 
Gandhi government. “What is it 
that makes men behave like rats? 
What is the use of building all 
the giant enterprises if in the 
process one loses one’s character 
and one’s manhood?" 

The minister's accusations, 
which evoked a stunned silence 
among the executives, were in- 
dicative of the mood of bitter 
recrimination that is widespread 
in the new leadership of India. 
Many of the pre-eminent politi- 
cians of the old government have 
been discredited at the polls, and 
those most closely identified with 
the excesses of the 19-month pe> 
riod of emergency rule, including 
Mrs. Gandhi's son, Sanjay, have 
become the object of sweeping 
judicial inquiries and crimina) in- 
vestigations. 

‘Not Innocent Enough’ 

‘The sort of bitterness expressed 
by Mr. Fernandes, who a few 
months ago was being taken ic 
chains to his periodic court ap- 
pearances, is directed at a far 
wider segment of the elite—“those 
who were technically innocent. 
but not innocent enough.” 55 an- 
other new Cabinet minister 
put it. 

“What happened to our in- 
teliectuale—in particular to our 
writers and artists who always 
thrived ‘on their fight against the 
establishment?” asked Shamim 
Shamim. one of Mrs. Gandhi's 
most consistently outspoken op- 
ponents in Parliament. “Most of 
them accepted the emergency 
without 2 murmur. How could this 
come about?” 

Although more than 2 third of 
the electorate voted for Mrs. Gan- 
dhi's Congress party in March, 
it has become difficult to find 
her admitted supporters. In 3 
typical exchange. 2 man who was 
well known as a proponent of 
emergency rule approached a for- 
eign correspondent and said: “We 
are so grateful for what the Zor- 
eign press did for our side during 
the dark. dark days of Mrs. Gan- 
dhi’s dictatorship.”

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One Plutonium Deal Down 


It was good to read of France's decision 
ta slow down delivery to Pakistan of a piaht 
to extract plutonium. the explosive for 
atomic bombs, The report was denied, but 
we choose to believe it, because the logic of 
holding back is plainly understand in Paria 
and in all other governments concerned 
about the spread of nuclear weapons. The 
hesitant French retreat improves the chances 
of a similar decision in Bonn's deal with 
Brazil, although outright cancellation of the 
Pakistan-contract would help much more, 

In response to the arguments of both Pres- 
idents Ford and Carter, France decided last 
fall to sell no more such plants to non- 
nuclear nations. But the Pakistan deal was 
left in limbo, largely for domestic political 
reasons. President Giscard d'Estaing’s Gaul- 
list tivals, led by the challenging former 
prime minister, Jacques Chirac. were ἘΠῚ 
willing to acknowledge error and argued:

SEATTLE, June 5—-Dennis 
Eckersley missed by only two | 
outs tying the mejor league 
record for most consecutive 
hitless innings Friday night 
when he no-hit the Seattle 
Mariners for 5 2/3 innings in 
pitching the Cleveland in- 
dians to a 7-1 victory. 

The 22-year-old righthander 
Pitched a no-hitter against 
the California Angels in his 
last outing and had 7 2/3 hit- 
less innings in his previous 
Start, He saw his streak of 
22 1/3 hitless innings snapped 
when rookie Ruppert Jones 
hit a homer with tro out in 
the sixth. 

Exkersley left the game af- 
ter the sixth but notched his 
sixth triumph in nine deci- 
sions. 

He was aiming for the ma- 
jor league record of 23 con- 
secutive hitless innings set by 
Cy Young in 1904. Eckersley’s 
effort is the second best in 
baseball history, bettering that 
of Johnny Vander Meer, the 
oniy man to pitch successive 
no-hitters. 

Vander Meer holds the Na- 
tional League record of 21 2/3 
hitless innings, set in 1938. 

Eckersley was in total con- 
trol through the first three 
Innings, striking out two. The 
only thing close to a hit wan 
a line drive by Bill Stein, 
which Eckersley caught. 

Before the homer, toughest 
chance came in the fifth, 
when third baseman Buddy 
Bell speared « hard shot by 
Stein. Bell displayed the most 
emotion of the Indians on the 
tield after Jones’ homer, hang- 
ing his head in disgust.

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A Welfare Solution

JEW YORE.—The idea that 
welfare people ought to have 
to work for their checks is sound 


ΒῸ far as it goes. but it does not - 


g0 far enough. It has two great 
weaknesres One, 
most of the wel- 
fare population 1s 
almost worthless 
in todar'’s labor 
market and would, 
therefore, not be 
worth the welfare 
benefits that ac- 
eompenr its toil. ἃ 
Tro. the present 
outrageous cost of 
the welfare pro- 
gram would re- 
main as outrageous a5 ever, 

The solution here, as alwers. 
Yies in a return to the American 
free-market tradition. If we look 
upon the welfere population as a 
commodity for which there is 
bound to be a market, the prob- 
Tem ceases to be 2 problem and 
becomes an opportunity. 

The first step is to abolish the 
welfare office and replace it with 
a welfare auction market. This 
market would differ from con- 
ventional markets, since its oper2- 
tor—the govermment—would not 
be trying toe make a profit, but 
to cut costs. 

Let us sar that the covernment 
has on its welfare rolls client X. 
who is hardly an irresistible ber- 
gain in the labor market, being 
8. half-blind arthritic grandmother 
with uo computer skills. The 
most benign employer would bard- 
ἵν be justified in paying her more 
than 50 cents 2 week, whereas the 
government is paying her, say, 
$160 a month in welfare. 

Obviously. the government is 
losing $158 per month by Keeping 
her on welfare instead of putting 
her into the labor market. This 
Joss could be cut dramatically by 
putting her xp for auction. 

The trick is to auction her to 
the lowest bidder. You might. 
for example, reason that you could 
keep her stored in the attic and 
get some decent floor scrubbing 
out of her. if the gavernment 
would pay you $10 a month, A 
competitive bidder might come 
back with am offer of $7.50, 

Do you dare go to $6? You 
might lose money on the food bill, 
but if you could set some dish- 
washing out of her m addition to 
the scrubbing she might still be 
bargain, considering the present 
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cost of household help. If she 
is knocked down at 86, the gov- 
ernment has cut its losses on her 
by $154 per month. A substantial 
government saving. If comparabie 
per capita savings could be made 
on the entire welfare population, 
welfare would cease to be 2 sig- 
nifiednt government cost. 

Aside from cost reduction. other 
henefits are obvious, The money 
pald ont by government ro tonger 
goes into the hands of the irre- 
sponsible to be wasted on tele- 
vision sets, muscatel and potato 
chips. It goes. instead, to that 
substantial element of the popu- 
lation which Enows the valine of 
moner and bow to handle it with 
respect, 

Best of all, the present welfare 
population receives the benefit of 
the physical and spiritual im- 
‘provement which results from 
work, 

Thus, it is discriminatory in 
denying these benefits to the in- 
firm. Moreover, the spirituel im- 
provement whieh comes from 
honest labor may be diminished 
by the suspicion that one’s labor 
is not altogether honest. 

τι is a dreadful thing for a 
man’s spiritual state to have to 
ive with the suspicion that the 
government is paying him 38169 
for work that would earo him 
onlr 535 on the free labor market. 
Far better for his spiritual health 
to be auctioned off to @ private 
sponsor at $5.50 and know his true 
worth than to live, month in and 
month out. with the suspicion of 

We can anticipate objections 
trom the gentie-hearted to the 
idea of putting people on the 
auction block, but any attempt 
to draw analogies to the distaste- 
ful slavery system is easily dis~ 
missed as fatuous and illogical 
The slave auction existed to make 
profits from human beings. The 
welfare auction would exist not 
only to reduce government spend- 
ing. but also to give every human 
being. no matter how unfortunate. 
2, chance to enjoy the dignity of 
honest jabor, 

The government would certainly 
not want to allow people to whip 
or otherwise brutalize runaway 
welfare auctionees if recaptured. 
ἸῺ any case, this would surely be 
8. negligible problem, in view of 
the fact that the great majority 
of them are in no shape to do 
much effective running.
